No. 1 
Nova Scotia Gravcnsteins sold $5.00-$6.00 
a barrel late tills week. 

Native cabbage was stendy at $2.00- 
$2.50 a barrel, while New York State 
Domestic brought $1.76-32.00 a barrel. 
Native cnuliflow* r was 50c lower at 50c- 
$ 1 .00 a bushel. Celery was unchanged at 
$1 25-11-59 a bushel box. Native sweet 
corn was steady at 50c-?5c a bushel.

The largest Freshman class that

positors. or 1.1 per cent. Other per- 
centages given were: Connecticut, 54 
per tent; Maine, 31 per cent; New 
Hampshire. 58 per cent; Vermont, 33 
per tent; Rhode Island, 27 per cent; 
New York, 35 per cent; Delaware. 2u 
per cent.

A BEAUTIFUL WEYMOUTH 

By James D. Looffler 

IX — Memorial Parka 

In the August 26th Issue of fhe 
Gazette a suggestion was made con- 
cerning the erection of a Memorial 
Cairn on a piece of land owned by 
the town on Great HU1, North Wey- 
mouth "where some day it Is proposed 
to have a park." 

The suggestion for a suitable mem- 
orial, be It a cairn, a monument, a 
pile, or simply a tablet to mark the 
place where the first settlers lived Is 
certainly a good one and a detail that 
should not be overlooked. But as for 
making It the major part of the pro- 
gram and surrounding the spot with 
a park — let ua first consider the pur- 
poses of a park. 

A park Is primarily "a place where 
the mind and body are refreshed by 
rural scenery." Of course * park will 
also furnish fresh air and sunshine, 
opportunities for bodily exercise and 
rest, but beyond these and more Im- 
portant than these, Is the refreshment 
of mind and body which comes from 
the influence of beautiful, natural 
scenery. For this reason a town park 
Is less effective than a city park, as 
we see much natural scenery around 
us, at all times. 

Therefore, the nearer the business 
center of a town (which usually means 
near the railroad depots) that a park 
\i located the more useful It will be. 
Although Weymouth Is a rapidly grow- 
ing town, It Is doubtful if there will 
come a time for many, many years, 
when a park on Great Hill will be 
sufficiently desirable or necessary to 
justify the expense. 

Nevertheless a good park, in a 
suitable location, would bo a very 
pioflfable Investment, a useful nn<l 
practical asset and last, but far from 
least, the finest type of a memorial 
possible and one that will serve Its 
purpose admirably, that of keeping In 
the memory of as many people as pos- 
sible the events It was founded to 
commemorate. Franklin Park, Bos- 
ton, Is an example of the way a man's 
name may be gratefully remembered 
through many years by a gift to the 
people. How much better known Is 
this than most memorial monuments, 
in which the first cost was much 
greater. 

The perfection of a park is a slow, 
process. Its directors must thorough- 
ly appreciate the fact that the beauty 
o( Its landscape Is all that justifies 
the existence of a large open space 
in the midst of a town, and, holding 
to the supreme value of fine scenery, 
they will take pains to subordinate 
every necessary construction, and to 
perfect the essence of the park, which 
Is its landscape, before elaborating 
details or accessories. Another thing 
which should be mentioned at this 
point, is that concave, 1. e. sunken, 
portions of the earth’s surface are to 
be preferred for park sites, rather 
than convex. "Not only Is beauty es- 
sential in a park, its whole value lies 
in beauty. But it must be that serene 
and enduring beauty which is em- 
bodied In its essential and permanent 
features, and not merely the transient 
and superficial beauty of floral em- 
broidery. It must have dignity of ex- 
pression and not mere prettiness." 

O. C. Slmonds, an eminent authority 
on Parka says: I wish that every 
city, every village, every township, 
could have one or more areas where 
all original inhabitants (trees and 
shrubs) would not be driven out . . . 
and may we not restrict this protec- 
tion to our own plants alone, but 
welcome the plants of other countries 
and give them fitting surroundings . . 
We shall make the points from which 
these pictures may be seen, accessible 
by means of paths and drives . . .We 
shall have places for boating and ball 
playing, for coasting and skating, for 
rest and contemplation, and from 
these delightful retreats we shall shut 
out, as far as possible, the buildings, 
noises and business of the cities. 

Again, a park may serve as an 
aboretum or botanical garden, an out- 
of-door school, where trees, plants and 
v.nes are named, and where they may 
be studied. It may be used as a place 
for exercise, walking, boating, playing 
gnmes, such as tenuis, golf, baseball, 
or riding on horseback, in carriages, 
or automobiles. It may be used fer 
c pen-air concerts or entertainments. 

Quite apart from the advantage ti- 
the general health and welfare of Its 
people, the establishment of a park 
is s good Investment for the town as 
it usually adds many times Its first 
cost to the assessed valuation. 

Therefore, I would suggest that a 
park, named, perhaps, Wessagusset 
Park, be set aside and dedicated on 
‘he anniversary of the settling of the 
town, containing a tablet suitably In- 
scribed for the occasion. 

1 would further suggest East Wey- 
mouth or Weymouth Center as the 
site of Wessagusset Park, if a suitable 
location could be found as this Is one 
of the chief industrial centers of the 
town and, while it contains the town 
offices, does not contain a park. Wey- 
mouth, South Weymouth and Wey- 
mouth Heights contain suitable locar 
tk-ns for such a park. Let a per- 
manent, usable memorial be dedicated 
in 1922.

Assurance that Boston is to have a 
two weeks season of grand opera of 
the first grade was given yesterday bv 
Fortune Gallo, general director of the 
San Carlo Grand Opera, who an- 
nounced his repertoire and artists for 
the season which commences Novem- 
ber 7, at the Boston Opera House. 

1 hat the San Carlo engagement will 
bo one of the real social and artistic 
event* of tho year is revealed by the 
great demand for choice boxes and 
seats, due to the splendid support 
which tho Boston Committee*, composed 
of the leaders In social and musical 
circles, Is giving to Richard Newman, 
the local subscription manager, and 
Miss Marguerite Easter, the San Carlo 
representative. 

Subscript ion headquarters have been 
established in Stelnert Hall, where 
repertoires, lists of arttsts, subscrip- 
tion blanks and other data may be 
obtained. Mr Gallo yesterday pledged 
the Boston committee that ho would 
bring his company hero intact at the 
close of the New York engagement at 
the Manhattan Opera House. This 
means that his "guest" artists of in- 
ternational fame, including Marie Rap- 
pold, Anna FItziu and Esther Ferrabibl 
will positively bo heard here. So 
will a splendid ballet with Sylvia Tell 
as the promlere danseuse. The other 
artists who complete the personnel 
of the San Carlo Include many singers 
who have appeared with the leading 
companies In Europe and In South 
America as well as the United States. 
Among them are Sofia Charlcbois, 
Madelene Keltie, Josephine Luccliose, 
Bianca Saroya, Beatrice Eaton, Nina 
Frascani, Anita KUnova, Agnes Krae- 
mer, Romeo Boscaci, Pietro Corallo, 
Gaetano Tommasini, Joseph Tudisco, 
Pietro Dandrta, Luigi Dalle Molle, 
Joseph Royer, Gaetana Vivanni.

Chemists Upset Ancient Maxim 
by Spying on the Work of the 
Industrious Silkworm. 


A silk purse made from sow*’ ears, 
as chemistry's answer to the old say- 
ing that It couldn’t be done, was shown 
at the chemistry exposition In New 
York recently. 

In announcing the successful result 
of experiments, Arthur D. Little, Inc., 
chemists and engineers of Cambridge, 
Mass., said the silk was not very 
strong and that there was no present 
Industrial value In the process In- 
volved. It was more or less the prod- 
uct of chemistry at play, but a con- 
tribution also to philosophy In prov- 
ing the fallacy of the old proverb. 

In redtlng the factors that entered 
Into the transition of sows' ears frbtn 
Chicago stockyards to a silk purso 
such as a woman might carry, the 
chemists explained that the first step 
was to analyte the silkworm's method 
of making silk. This done, Its cater- 
pillar chemistry was copied In the 
laboratory. 

It was found that man had to pro- 
vide a substitute for a process by 
which the silkworm exudes from two 
flue ducts In Its head minute threads 
of a viscous liquid, coated with an-

The sow's ear being chiefly gristle and 
skin, also has the natural elements of 
glue. This was obtained from the 
cars and It was put through several 
processes of preparation, Altered under 
pressure and placed In spinning ap- 
paratus of a special design. 

The solution of glue and chemicals 
came out as sixteen very flue color- 
less streams, Joined Into one composite 
fiber, treated to give It strength and 
color and processed yet again to ob- 
tain the desired soft silk feel. The 
weaving followed on a small hand 
loom, the fabric was formed and the 
purse made. 


Care of Paintings.

“But, Mother, I don’t want nny 
milk.” “Please, dnrllng. It’s so good 
for you. Drink Just a little for moth- 
er, now.” 

“I want my dessert.” 

"Very well, then. As soon ns you 
drink your glass of inllk you slinll 
have your pudding. It’s tnplocn cream 
today, with dates in it, and a meringue 
on top,” says mother persuasively. 

"Just a little glass, and I will.” 

Half a glass Ib better than no milk. 

How ninny other mothers can recall 
a conversation like this from which 
they have not emerged victorious? 
They may borrow a hint from the bribe 
offered ; stubborn little Tommie does 
not realize that hts favorite desserts 
may be made with milk., and that half 
a glass In liquid form plus a cupful 
of pudding Is really a »Jry satisfac- 
tory amount of milk fq,- lunch. At 
dinner time perhaps 0\^re will he a 
milk soup, or crcamec carrots, but 
that Is another story. Nutrition spe- 
cialists of the United states Depart- 
ment of Agriculture consider that 
•ven when part must oe cooked the 
child Is the gainer frqyi an increased 
use of milk. Having store milk des- 
serts for the family Is a successful 
and Inconspicuous «ay of Inducing 
the finicky children, to take their 
share. Skillful flnvqftng and attrac- 
tive variations will enable the home 
cook to evolve maq/ different dishes 
from very simple materials. 

“Little Miss Muf^t," who “sat on a 
tuffet, eating of »urds and whey," 
was probably eathq. junket. This old- 
fashioned English dessert has been 
coming Into great** favor in America, 
jnd should rejoice the heart of the 
ousy mother, for U can be made in 
a few minutes. Junket Is simply 
jpllk curd separate^ by rennet, as In 
cheese making, an£ eaten before the 
oacterla that give t»>* cheese its flavor 
Jevelop. There an a number of prep- 
arations of rennet 4a liquid and tablet 
form on the mar-jet. The milk Is 
jlavored, sweetened, and heated luke- 
warm, when the auount of rennet In- 
dicated la added. Vanilla Is often 
used, but chocolate, caramel and oth- 
er flavors are sometimes better liked. 

Blancmange Pudding. 

Blancmange Is practically flavored 
milk Jellied with cornstarch, arrow 
root, Irish moss, oi some similar ma- 
terial. When gelatin Is used, without 
eggs, to stiffen the milk, the result 
Is sometimes called “Ivory" or “vel- 
vet” pudding. A blancmange or Ivory 
pudding into which egg whites have 
been folded Is often called a “snow” 
pudding. All of these puddings are 


excellent served alone, with plain or 
whipped cream, or with stewed or 
crushed fresh fruit poured over them. 
Maple sirup and honey are good when 
other sauces nre not In hnnd. 

Butterscotch Blancmange. 

1 quart milk. sugar. 

6 table spoonfuls 1 tablespoonful but- 

cornstarch. ter. 

% teaspoonful salt. 14 teaspoonful vanll- 
1 cupful brown la. 

Heat the milk In the double boiler. 
Moisten the cornstarch In a little cold 
milk, add, stir until thick, and cook until 
the starchy taste disappears. In another 
saucepan melt the brown sugar with the 
butter until It Is wnxy, but not caramel- 
ized. Add this to the cornstarch mix- 
ture and add salt and vanilla. Cool, 
and Bervo with cream. 

A cooked combination of milk and 
eggs is n custard, whether it he a float- 
ing Island or a farina pudding. Ba- 
varian and Spanish creams ure cus- 
tards stiffened with gelatin. A very 
delicious way to serve the simple cus- 
tard puddings — bread pudding, tapi- 
oca, rice — Is to use the yolks of the 
eggs only In the custard, reserving 
the whites, whipped with sugar, for 
a meringue on top. A tnhlespoonful 
of sugar for each egg white Is satis- 
factory. 

Old-Fashioned Creamy Rice Pudding. 

1 tablespoonful un- H teaspoonful nut- 

cooked rice. meg or cinnamon. 

1 quart milk. 1 teaspoonful salt. 

1-3 cupful sugar. 

Wash the rice, add the other Ingredi- 
ents, pour the mixture Into a good- 
sized baking dish, and cook In the oven 
elowly for about 2 or 3 hours, stirring It 
frequently. If allowed to cook slowly, 
the milk thickens to a creamy consist- 
ency and the rice swells to several times 
Its original size. If double the quantity 
of rice Is used, the mixture does not re- 
quire such long cooking, as the rice In 
swelling thickens the liquid more rapid- 
ly, but the product Is not so creamy. 
Often a half cupful of ralslna Is added to 
the pudding and allowed to cook down 
with the milk. 

Fanners’ Bulletin 1195, Rice as ■ 
Food, gives this delicious “poor man’s 
pudding” without eggs, as well as 
many other combinations of rice and 
milk. Corn meul, cooked similarly In 
milk, sweetened with molasses, was 
the basis of “Indian pudding," for 
which a recipe can be found In Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin 505, Com Meal as a Food 
and Ways of Using It. 

At the other end of the scale of 
milk puddings must not be forgotten 
the unwanlng popularity of tee cream. 
It Is not necessary to reserve ice 
cream for Sundny dessert. Any lunch 
or Bupper In hot weather Is appropri- 
ately completed by a dish of Ice cream, 
and to the children It matters not what 
the rest of the meal consists of. It’s 
a “party" If there Is Ice cream of any 
flavor, and perhaps a piece of cake 
or a cookie. And finicky Tommie never 
refuses milk In this form.

IS Light and Fluffy and Doea Not Ab- Whether Sklna Aro Given Depend* en 
aorb Too Much Fat — Excellent * n<l Health of Child and 

Racipa la Givan. How Prepared. 


It baa been found In testa made In 
the experimental kitchen of the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture 
that a very soft dough absorbs more 
fat than a attffer mixture In making 
deughnuta. Too much flour, however, 
makea a doughnut that Is not so light 
and fluffy as la desirable. The addi- 
tion of hot mashed potato to the rec- 
ipe makea a doughnut that la light 
and fluffy, but at the same time doea 
not absorb so much fat. Doughnuta 
made by the following recipe are de- 
licious when fresh, and also possess 
good keeping qualities. 


Fruit Juices and the pulp of cooked 
fruit, bnked apples and pears, and 
stewed prunes are safest for children. 
Whether the skins are given de|>ei)ds 
partly on the age and health of the 
child and partly on the way the fruit 
Is prepared. If the skins are very 
tender, they are not likely to causa 
trouble. When apples and pears are 
baked the aklns can ba made tender 
by frequent basting.

SEASONABLE IDEAS. 

For the wnfllc lover this will ho a 
piece de resistance, ns every one 
knows how delicious a 
tender, crisp wnfllc is. 
Never serve n hot simp 
with wnllles, as It tends 
to soften nnd destroy 
their crispness. 

Rich Waffles. — Add 
^ the yolks of three eggs 

to two cupfuls of 
ha ■jcy cronm, one-quarter of n 
cupful of sugar, two cup- 
fuls of flour, sifted with 
two tenspoonfuls of baking powder nnd 
one-quarter of a teaspoonful of suit 
Stir to u smooth hatter, then fold In 
tin* stiffly beaten whites. Cook on a 
hot, well greased wnfllc Iron nnd sprin- 
kle with powdered sugar before serv- 
ing. 

Butterscotch Sauce. — Melt two tn- 
blespoonfuls of browned flour, stir to 
a paste, then add three-quarters of a 
cupful of water and cook until smooth 
like nn ordinary sauce. Lastly, add 
one-quarter of a cupful of molasses, 
one tnhlespoonful of vinegar nnd one 
cupful of brown sugar, and let boll up 
once. 

Spiced Peaches. — Use seven pounds 
of fruit to live pounds of sugar, with 
an ounce each of cinnamon and cloves 
tied loosely in a small bug ; add one 
pint of water and one pint of vinegar. 
When boiling hot drop in the peaches, 
a few lit a time, nnd cook until they 
nre thoroughly scalded, l'our the boil- 
ing hot sirup over them after the can 
Is full. Seal ns usual. 

Preserved Figs. — Where the fresh, 
ripe lig Is to he obtained they make a 
delicious preserve. Pour three quarts 
of boiling water over three quarts of 
figs, which have been sprinkled with 
one-half cupful of linking soda. Let 
stand ten minutes, then rinse t he tigs 
well with wnter running through them 
In a colander. Boil two pounds of 
sugar in three pints of water ten min- 
utes, add the tigs, cover closely ami 
cook slowly until the tigs are clear and 
tender. This muy take two hours and 
the quantity of water should not be al- 
lowed to become too much reduced. 
When the figs are clear, boll down the 
sirup until heavy. Pour over and seal. 
The rind of two oranges added to the 
figs Improves the flavor, some think. 
Spiced tigs may be prepared as are 
spiced peuches.

EVERYDAY GOOD THINGS. 

The following treatment of lamb 
stew is unusual but worth trying: 

Mexican Lamb 
Stew. — Take a 
J pound of the 
neck of lntnb, cut 
In smull pieces, 
roll In two 

S H spoonfuls of flour, 

brown In one 
tablespoonful of 
drippings with one chopped onion. 
Add three tomatoes, three green pep- 
pers; fry all together for a few min- 
utes, then add two quarts of hot wa- 
ter, one tnhlespoonful of salt and one- 
fourth of a spoonful of pepper. Sim- 
mer one hour, then add one cupful 
euch of green peas, green corn nnd 
one-half cupful of rice. Cook until 
the rice Is done. When ready to serve 
put In the bottom of the serving dish 
one egg, one teaspoon ful of salad oil 
and one-half teaspoonful of vinegar. 
Four the stew over this. 

Calves’ Liver. — Fry one-fourth of a 
pound of Imcon cut In thin slices un- 
til crisp, pouring off the fat occasion- 
ally. Remove to a hot platter. Four 
hot water over the liver and let aland 
five minutes, then drain. Holl the 
liver In one-fourth of a cupful of flour 
nnd the same amount of cornmeal well 
mixed with one teaspoonful of salt. 
Fry until brown on both sides, using 
the bacon fat. Add one-fourth cupful 
of coffee Infusion, boiling hot. Cover 
tightly for a few minutes and serve 
garnished with bacon. 

Mock Venison.— Purchase a five 
pound leg of lamh. Wipe It with a 
dump eloth and lay In a dish of vine- 
gar. adding one onion, six cloves, one 
fourth of u teaspoonful of ginger and 
ten peppercorns. Allow the lamb to 
remain In the vinegar one day, then 
turn and leave for the second duy. 
Remove, cover with flour, season and 
roast in the usual manner. Use three 
In four cupfuls of vinegar. 

Meat Bslls. — Season two cupfuls of 
finely ( Implied cold meat with salt and 
pepper, minced onion, suge, thyme and 
lemon Juice. Add one cupful of flue 
soft bread crumbs, one egg and water 
or sti*ck to moisten. Shape Into cakes 
and fry In beef drippings and lard 
until well browned oil both sides. 

Applet With Cinnamon Drops.— 
Wash and core good flavored apples. 
Kill t tie centers with the red cinnamon 
candles, basting during the baking.

D URING the early years of 
the past century It was cus- 
tomary for those who were 
Invited to an outdoor entertain- 
ment to bring their own re- 
freshments with them.

BOWLES SHOOTING RECALLEu 

Although Chester Bowles was killed 
Aug. 21 at the Henrich oil station 
at. the Junction of Washington and 
Main streets, It was not until Satur- 
day that Attorney Mahnr of Rockland 
aBked Judge Avery of the District 
ccurt at Quincy to issue a warrant 
for W. B. Henrich on a charge of 
killing. Bowles was shot and fatally 
wounded by Henrich, the owner of a 
garage and a special officer. A few 
weeks before the shooting lie was 
appointed a special officer because lie 
said his garage had been robbed 
twice. 

Henrich claimed lie snw three men 
coming from his plant on the morning 
of Aug. 21, Just before daylight and 
that they started off in an automobile. 
He said he yelled to them to stop, 
was fired at and that he returned 
the fire, wounding Bowles. The 
machine stopped and Bowles was 
taken to the Quincy City hospital, 
where he died the next day. 

The other occupants of the machine 
were in court Saturday. They gave 
their names as Thomas McAuliffe and 
Fred B. McCaffrey. They were 
charged with larceny of tires from 
Henrich’s garage. McCaffrey was 
fined $50 and McAuliffe was fined $25 
on a charge of opertiting an auto 
without lights. It was during the 
course of this trial that attorney 
Mahar asked that a warrent be issued 
against Henrich. Judge Avery said 
lie would give that consideration 
when he had finished hearing the 
testimony on the inquest into Bowles’ 
death. 9 

FOUR MILES FROM HOME 

The lost child signal on Wednesday 
was for the disappearance of Doroth; 
Russell, agfd 9, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. CarleTon Russell of Commercial 
street, East Weymouth, and Thelma 
Trask. 3%-year-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. William I. Trask of Commer- 
cial street, neighbors of the Russells, 
having disappeared about noon frbm 
the Trask home. They were found 
about 6 P. M. wandering in Braintree, 
having lost their way. 

The Russell girl bad taken tho 
Trask child out in a go-cart./ When, 
she failed to return by the middle of 
tha afternoon the Weymouth policy 
were notified and they had the alarm 
sounded, which called out the membert 
ol the police and fire' departments. 

Tho children were found near the 
Poor Farm on Commercial street. 
Braintree, four miles from the* 
homes. The older girl admitted she 
bad no idea where she was. She ana 
her charge were taken to Braintree 
police headquarters, where Thelma’s 
uncle. Charles Trask of the Weymouth 
Police department, called fdr them 
and took' them home.

50 flowers still in bloom in October 
In their neighborhood.

Sol- 
omon seal (berries), false Solomon 
seal, yarrow, butter and eggs, asters, 
(five varieties), golden rod (four 
kinds), silver rod, clover (red, pink, 
white). 

Bush clover, daisy flea bane, sheep 
laurel, sand spurry, everlasting (fra 
grant and .peally), bur marigold, Are 
weed, robin runaway, muBtard, marsh- 
mallow, daisy, buttercup, poke weed, 
ragged fringed orchis, ladles’ tresses, 
thistle, primrose.

The order of the Commissioner of 
Public Health lias suspended the order 
for the closing of the works of the 
Massachusetts Oil Refilling Co. on 
Quincy avenue, East Braintree. Oct. 
31, but lias recommended that "al. 
of the coke stills be closed down at 
once", and that failure to do tills tin. 
order for closing these works will In 
revoked. The letter of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health 
under date of Oet. 11 reads: 

"To the Massachusetts Oil Refining 
Company, East Braintree, Massachu- 
setts. 

"Gentlemen: The Department of 
Tublii Health has received further 
complaints of objectionable odors .rum 
the works of the Massachusetts Oil 
Refining Company and finds that those 
odors continue to be very offensive at 
the present time for distances of 0110 
and one-half miles or more from the 
works. 

"It is evident from investigation 
that much of the odor comes from 
cracks and leaks in the walls of the 
coke stills. You have begun the work 
ol covering two of these stills, but 
this work has progressed very slowly i 
and is not yet approaching completion. 
It is unreasonable,, under the clrcum 
.stances, that the residents in th»^ 
neighborhood of the works should-long- 
er be annoyed by the odors and gases 
escaping from these defective stills, 
since their source is well understood 
and the means of (preventing their 
escape are obvious. 

“The Department recommends that 
all of the coke stills be closed down 
at once and that none of them be 
operated again until effectively cov- 
ered and until adequate means are 
piovided for collecting and disposing 
of the odors in proper furnaces. 

"Failing the immediate carrying out 
of these recommendations the further 
suspension of the order for closing 


tills works will bo revoked. 

"Upon the completion of tho prop- 
er covering and ventilation of the 
stills or any of them, such stills may 
again he operated on trial. 

"The Department, pending action by 
the Massachusetts Oil Refining Com- 
pany on this recommendation, has 
suspended the order for the closing 
of these works until October 31, 1921."

WILL SAVE TIRE 

Improper Adjustment of Brakes* 
Careless Driving and Under- 
inflation Are Bad. 

LUBRICATION IS NECESSARY 


Oil or Graphite Between Leaves Will 

Enable Springs to Take Up Shocks 
of Road and Prevent Racking 
of Parts. 

There Is a very close relationship 
between proper care of the springs in 
an automobile ami the mileage which 
the motorist receives from Ills tires. 

Properly adjusted, well lubricated 
springs will mean longer life to tires 
and to the entire CHr, while cracked 
or neglected springs will cause rapid 
deterioration of engine, body uud tires. 

Many motorists believe that if they 
make a cursory examination of tlie 
tread aud outer sidewalls- of u tire i 
they are taking ample precautions i 
against undue wenr aud tire trouble. 
Yet there are many other things to 
which the average driver pays little 
attention which have a direct bearing 
on the service he gels from his tires. 

Harmful to Tires. 

Improperly adjusted brakes, enre- 
less driviug, overloading, underinfla- 
tlon and, last but not least, bad 
springs will all strip dollars off the 
tires every time the cur is driven. 

Springs are placed In a car not only 
to muke It more comfortuble to ride 
In, but also to take up a major part 
of the road shocks and prevent rack- 
ing of the various parts. When there 
Is a shock, such us conies when a 
wheel hits a rough spot In the road, 
the tires get It first. Then follow 
shocks to the wheels, nxle, body, oc- 
cupants and motor, with the springs 
In between to tuke up as much us pos- 
sible. 

8prings Need Lubrication. 

When the springs full to function 
properly, ull the shock has to be taken 
up through the tires, both iu the ini- 
tial shock and In the natural rebound. 

Lubrication of the springs Is not 
ditlicult, aud labor expended iu this 
tusk will puy hlg returns. One of the 
best methods Is dismantling the 
springs and lubricating them with 
graphite grease. First remove ull the 
rust with an emery cloth. Another 
method is to lift the body of the car 
on jacks, and open the springs with a 
cold chisel Inserted between each leuf, 
squirting oil uud greases iu freely. 

A simpler method Is to take an oil 
can and run it along the depressions 
In the springs, allowing the oil to flow 
out freely, and then rocking the car 
to open and close the leaves, working 
them buck and forth, iienultting the 
oil to work well hack under each leaf.

INDIAN S KELETO NS FOUND 

Delaware Hill Believed to Have iaen 
Site of Battle and Burial. 

An old Indian burying ground, with 
skeletons In an excellent state of pres- 
ervation. was found the other day at 
the Baltimore Young Men's Christian 
association camp, on Rehoboth Reach. 
Del., hy Prof. Marvin H. Markle of 
Baltimore. 

The first grave was found at the 
top of a hill where the recent rains 
had washed the Band from the face of 
the hill, showing a cross section of the 
grave. Some of the bones turned to 
dust when touched, and many are In a 
crumbly condition, while ten teeth 
were found, nine being perfect. A 
small metal piece was found near the 
skull, on which waa a rude etching Of 
a bear In a sitting position. 

Later more akeletons were found, 
and several tomahawks and spear 
heads. It Is believed the hill waa the 
site of a battle In which Delaware 
Indiana took part, and where the war- 
riors were buried after the battle. 
The skeletons are evidently those of 
young men. 

Hundreds of visitors are Inspecting 
the cliff, which has been carefully 
fenced off from souvenir hunters.

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But more Important than the gaining | 
of political franchises and liberties 
has been the emancipation of the 
woman In the home and especially so 
In the farm home. We will not dwell 
on the drudgeries of the farm wife 
of 20 or 30 years ago.

There are several Important points 
to consider In selecting kitchen uten- 
sils, the office of home economics, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, points out. Is the utensil easy to 
handle? This depends on weight, bal- 
ance, the position of the lip, and the 
•haps and material of the handle. 
Ups on both sides are convenient; if 
there Is only one, It should be on the 
aide that will be tilted down most fre- 
quently. 

Will the utensil be durable and ensy 
to clean? Well-made utensils that are 
smooth Inside and out, with rounded 
surfaces, and with no grooves nor 
cracks In which food can lodge, give 
the best service. Elaborate utensils 
that are difficult to clean often waste 
rather than Eave labor and time. 

Is the utensil the right bIzc and 
shape? Small quantities of food can 
b* cooked best and most economically 
Ift small utensils. For use on the gns 
or oil stove, the saucepan or the 
dotihle boiler with flaring bottom that 
extends beyond the flntnes will snve 
fuel. 

Can the utensil be used for more 
than one ‘purpose? This Is especially 
Important If storage spnee Is limited 
Use of Standard Materials. 

Aluminum Is light In weight and 
color, Is an excellent conductor of 
heat, does not rust, nnd Is very dur- 
able. When dnrkened with use It can 
be brightened by a weak vinegar so- 
lution, sour milk, sour fruit Juice, or 
by scouring with fine steel wool or 
whiting. All traces of the vinegar or 
other acid should be thoroughly 
washed off. Strong soaps or washing 
powders containing alknlfs discolor 
aluminum and should never be used 
on It. 

Earthenware and stoneware hent 
evenly, nre less noisy In use thnn 
metals, are excellent for mixing bowls 
and baking dishes. Doth these mute- 
rials are heavy to handle and chip and 
crack if carelessly used. They should 
be cleaned In hot, soapy water, or, If 
necessary, soaked In a solution of 
washing soda. Scraping or scouring 
•polls the glaze and exposes the por- 
ous clay underneath, which quickly ab- 
sorbs grease,' moisture and- diet 
Chipped earthenware and stoneware 
dishes are not sanitary. 

Enamel and agateware are smooth, 
easily denned, attractive In appear- 
ance, and are not affected by mild 
acids or alkalis. They must, how-

CHIEF DISH OF MEAL 

Many Are Delicious* Inexpensive 
and Easy to Make. 


Food Specialists of Department of Ag- 
riculture Give Some Simple Recipes 
for Making Diahea of Beans 
and Peas. 

(Prepared by the United State* Department 
of Agriculture.) 

lllack bean soup, spilt pea soup, 
cream of bean or jiea, uml puree of 
beans nnd tomatoes ure delicious, In- 
expensive, and easy to make. Muny 
of these soups are so hearty thut they 
can form the chief dish of u meul, say 
food specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Soak and cook u pint of peas or 
beans ns usual, hut take more water, 
about two quarts, and cook until very 
soft. Then put them through u sieve. 
These mushed beans und peas are 
ready to lie made Into nil kinds of 
aoups by adding the various season- 
ings, water und milk, or stock enough 
to make two quurts. These soups 
should all have a little flour added to 
them us a binder to prevent the thick 
part from settling to the bottom. Mix 
thoroughly two tubleapoonfuls of fut 
with two tablespooiifuls flour, add a 
little of the hot soup, und stir until 
It is smooth, then add to the remain- 
ing soup, -tlrriiig to prevent lumping, 
end «>ok for about ten minutes. 

Black Bean Soup or Split Pea Scup. 

To tlie pulp from one pint of beaus 
or peas, add enough water or slock to 
make two quurts. Thicken with flour 
os directed. Season with salt und 
|iepper. The Juice of a lemon ami 
one-half teuspoonfui mustard udds to 
the flavor. 

Cream of Bean or Pea Soup. 

To tlie cooked und mushed pulp udd 
em ugh milk to make two quurts of 
soup. Season und thicken with flour. 

Fur«s of Porridge of Beans and To- 
matoes. 

Instead of milk, tomatoes may he 
used. Add a cupful of canned toma- 
toes or three medium-sized tomatoes, 
which have been cooked for leu mlu- 
*tes and put through a sieve. U the 
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ever, be hnndled gently; otherwise the 
glaze chips, exposing nn Iron or steel 
surface flint may he affected by water 
nnd adds and thus Injure food. Also, 
the chips themselves may get Into food 
and he swallowed with It. New pieces 
should be toughened by filling with 
cold water, bringing slowly to the boil- 
ing point nnd letting the water cool In 
the utenstl. It should be cleaned 
like earthenware, not scoured or 
scratched. 

Glassware Is smooth, not affected by 
foods, and because It Is transparent, 
excellent for vessels In which to store 
food. Special kinds are also good for 
cooking utensils. Glass must lie care- 
fully handled, for It Is easily broken 
and chipped. Ordinary glassware will 
be toughened if covered wlUt cold 
water, brought slowly to {he bolting 
point, and cooled in the same wuter. 

Grow Bettsr With Use. 

Iron and steel utensils grow better 
nnd smoother with enreful use. They 
take nnd keep nn even hent. The 
cast-iron bake kettle, or Dutch oven, 
with tight-fitting lid, Is for this reason 
especially good for pot roasts and 
other dishes that require long, slow 
cooking. Iron nnd steel utensils, how- 
ever, rust easily and are heavy, dif- 
ficult to keep clean, nnd not economi- 
cal of fuel on the modern gus range. 
To prevent rust, fnt should he rubbed 
on nnd linked Into these uteiiHlls 
when new, nnd they should be kept 
nt nil times In n dry place. Rust may 
be scoured off with huth brick or steel 
wool ; kerosene will also help If the 
utensil Is very rusty. 

Tin Is light In color, fnlrly Inexpen- 
sive, nnd Is not affected by wenk acids 
or nlknlis unless tlie plating Is in- 
jured. On tlie other hand, it melts 
easily ; If scratched, the surface un- 
derneath rusts; nnd such acid foods 
as cranberries and tomntoes should 
not he cooked In it. There are two 
kinds of tinware — pln'n nnd block. In 
both there Is a platl'ig of tin on Iron 
or steel foundation. 

Plain tin Is light In weight, easily 
hent, and cools qulck'.y. Pluck tin Is 
heavier, more durable, nnd holds the 
hent longer. Tin cooking utensils per- 
haps cost less than any other kind, 
but are not economical unless given 
very good care. They should be 
washed In hot, soapy water, or If nec- 
essary, soaked In n wenk solution of 
washing soda, rinsed, nnd dried thor- 
oughly. The tarnish on tin protects 
It, nnd should not be scoured off 
simply to mnke the utensil bright. 


porridge Is too thick, ndd water or 
stock. Season Hud add the flour as 
directed. 

Bean or Pea Soup With Meat. 

The pens or bonus are soaked as 
usual nnd cooked with the meat In 
four quarts of water Instead of In two 
quarts. Use a soup «>r ham bone, or 
one-half pound of salt pork or any 
smoked meat, nnd cook until the lieuns 
are soft. Remove the meat nnd put 
the soup through « sieve. Season and 
thicken. Tlie cooked meat cut In small 
pieces may he added to the soup. An 
onion, several stalks of celery, or soup 
herbs nre good with the soup.

But think of a community 
without printers’ Ink, compelled to get 
its announcements of auctions, sales, 
court sessions, births, tnarrhigeB, 
deaths, epidemics of sickness, dog or- 
dinances, bourd meetings, commence- 
ments, tax notices, advertisements 
of help and situations wanted, ucei- 
dents, and the rest, through a shouted 
word like that of the ordinary train 
unnouncer in a city depot. The town 
crier was a romantic figure In his day, 
but few towns would like to return to 
his ministrations now.

OR. COAR ON "GERMANY” 

Prof. John F. Coar, Ph.D., of the 
University of Alberta, gave an addres* 
on "Actual Cohdlttonn In Oemany" 
before the Union Men's club at Union 
church la*t Sumjiy noon. There 
were present also a number of vis- 
itors from the Pilgrim Fellowship 
Club of North Weymouth. 

Dr. Coar said that tlip Amerlcat 
n< wspapers refuse to publish the facts 
c bout Germany because as one editor 
expressed it: "It does not agree with 
our policy." A certain clique of bank 
era ore engaged in unloading on our 
e< untry German bonds, at par value 
$10t), at $19. These bonds probably 
cost about $4. To make the people 
buy, tho fjpeaker said, the newspapet 
propaganda Is carried on representing 
Germany ns coming back rapidly. 
The reverse Is the true statement cn 
the ense. 

In support of his contention Dr. 
Coar presented four facts concerning 
the Germany of today. 1. The so- 
called sanctions. The most prosperous 
manufacturing section of Germany is 
cut off as a foreign territory, the 
larrtff wall running along the Rhine 
river cutting In two vital processes 
of manufacturing. Raw cotton from 
the United States must thus pny flve 
tariffs to the Allies by the time It is 
made Into garments. The result has 
been the falling oft of imports from 
America. Germany cannot export, her 
Industries nre crushed. Last July she 
wn« not producing more than 42% of 
normal. How can she pay the Indem- 
nity? 

In taking away Upper Sllecta the 
Allies nre depriving Germany of what 
little coal she has lleft. They are 
rationing coal today in Germany; 
families last winter were getting two 
brickettPB of coni dust a day. I don't 
see how industry can carry on. I 
don't see how the German people can 
live! declared the speaker. 

The Ultimatum of last May 5 besides 
the requirement of 132 billion mark* 
annual indemnity imposed a levy of 
26% tariff on value of exports, to be 
collected by England. How this 
effects America is seen by the follow- 
ing Instances among hundreds: Ger- 
many buys U. S. copper to the value 
of $219,000 making a profit thru man- 
ufacture of $40,000. She is forced to 
pay $69,000 in duty — the 26%. As a 
consequence Germany is not importing 
any copper, she is doing away with 
copper entirely. 

4. Germany Is forced to pay 15 bil- 
lion marks to support the occupation 
of the French North African troops 
who are committing atrocities far 
worse than the wildest stories we 
heard from Belgium during the war 
Prof. Coar gave evidence that came 
under his direct observation this sum- 
| lier • He told how an American consul 
In the occupied area had pleaded 
with him to awaken the American 
people to the horrors that are now 
being perpetuated by those semi- 
savage troops. 

Hatred is being increased against 
the- French and seeds of future wars 
are being planted. Is this what Amer- 
ica stood for during the war? We 
went into the war because Germany 
treated the Belgian treaty as a scrap 
of , P aper - Yet today we are allied 
with those who treat our promises to 
Germany as a scrap of paper! 

Prefaced to the series of articles 
by Dr. Coar. run.iing in "The Woeklv 
Review”. New York, an editorial 
reads: “Prof. Coar is a successful 
professor of German and during the 
war displayed a fine American patri- 
otism. combating hyphen ism and 
drawing upon himself the violent en- 
mity of tho German sympathizers by 
his nrtfcles and addresses. On his 
return to Germany after the war he 
found himself at first the object of 
deep suspicion, which finally gave 
way when the leading Germans be- 
came convinced of his good faith and 
the serious character of his invest! 
gallons. Probably no other American 
i.» better fitted to get at the bottom of 
things tn Germany 

After many questions a rising vote 
of thanks was given Prof. Coar for 
his revelations. j c. J.

EARLY HISTORY OF WEYMOUTH 
No. 7 — A Befence of Thomar Weston 

Writers on the early hlptory of Mas 
sachusetts Bay, especially the later 
ones, seem possessed to write of 
Thomas Weston ns If he were a man 
of but little character. Concerning 
his relations with Wessngursft ami 
the Weston settlement, the best work 
bns been done by (be Hon Charles 
Francis Adams, nnd Gilbert Nash, the 
first secretary of the Weymouth His- 
torical Society. 

Charles Francis Adams was asked 
to deliver the address at the celebra- 
tion of the 2r.0th anniversary of the 
settlement of Weymouth on July 4. 

1 1 S7 4 . This address, as Mr. Adams 
j says himself, made him investigate 
the history of Massachusetts Bay anil 
caused him to become a historian. 
The result is seen in that address in 
his “Three Episodes of Massachusetts 
History” and his second address. 
“Weymouth Thirty Years Later." 

Gilbert. Nash did his great work in 
the "History of Weymouth” nnd in 
his "First Twentv Years of Wey- 
mouth History." These books are the 
best that have evpr been written on 
Weymouth history and they have b a en 
mainly the productions of the Wey- 
mouth Historical Society. 

Many errors concerning Thomas 
Weston and the Wessagusset sfttle- 
I ment have been corrected by 4hese 
writers and much added to our knowl- 
edge of Weymouth. 

There are other writers who seem 
to have had the aim of blackening the 
character of Thomas Weston. He has 
been represented as a man of poor 
judgment, of a reckless and headstrong 
nature and not having much honesty. 
At best he is spoken of as an adven- 
turer. half trader, half explorer and 
almost a freebooter. A vulgar adven- 
turer. some writers say and even 
Charles Francis Adams speaks of him 
as an “Adventurer of the Smith, 
Raleigh and Gorges type.” 

This to some seems an evil descrip- 
tion. but Is it not a fact that it was 
to men like Smith and Raleigh that 
we owe the discovery of continents 
and the opening up of new land®? 
They were adventurers, but at the 
same time they were the discoverers 
of new worlds. 

Columbus was an adventurer, but be 
is honored today as the discoveror of 
America. Smith and Raleigh w’ere 
adventurers, but they are honored 
today in British history, so Thomas 
Weston may have been an adventurer, 
tut lie should be honored as being the 
one man who helned the Pilgrims 
where others failed and without him 
there would have been no New Ply- 
mouth and his name is associated with 
the foundation of Weymouth, Massa- 
chusetts. 

The Pilgrims felt sore at him, be- 
cause .after aiding them he de- 
serted them at the last and some of 
them following Bradford and others 
have written harshly of him. 

Thomas Weston was a gentleman, 
a man of wealth at the time and a 
relative of Sir William Weston of Lon- 
don. He was acquainted -with some 
ot the Pilgrims and even alde-l them 
in their escape to Holland. He had 
visited them in Lyden and when dis- 
lil’iing the morals of the Hollanders 
they wished their children to he 
brought up in a different way; he gave 
them good advice. 

When they thought of forming .» 
settlement near New Amsterdam, now 
New York, under Dutch government, 
which they did not like because of 
the conditions inyiosed by the Dutch, 
he ndvised them concerning the Eng- 
lish settlements in America. Then 
when their plans with the Virginia 
Company failed, lie promised them aid 
from the Adventurers Company of 
which he was treasurer, but when the 
othpr members of that company re- 
fuslied to have anything to jlo with 
the Pilgrims lie took the responsibility 
op himself, nlthougli if It had not been 
for his promlsp he also would have 
been glad to get out of it. 

When tie did withdraw his aid, it 
was because he fnw no returns for 
Ifc help Ttiev had broken the coikM 
rons which the Pilgrims signed and 
hr had put his monpy into a losing 
venture. He complained because the 
Pilgrims had sent hack the shin empty. 
There was an excuse for them, no 
doubt, because of sickness and death, 
blit Weston could not know all these 
things at first and whpn he did learn 
of them he had entered ,on his own 
ve nture. 

Still he helped Cushman In sending 
the Pilgrims help on the “Fortune.” 
The Plymouth people complained be- 
cause Weston blamed them for not 
sending back returns, hut it was nat- 
ural for Weston to expect returns. 
Even Gosnold and Prlng loaded their 
vessels with sassafras and cedar and 
did not send or bring them home 
empty. It seemed to Weston that the 
Pilgrims ought to kave been able to 
i do as much as that. 

Bradford in his history, writes dis- 
i paragingly of Weston, hut Cushman 
v as one of the Lyden Pilgrims and 
I heir special agent and yet An spite 
of all his hard work in their behalf 
he is called as had names as Weston 

One has only to read the Cushman 
letters in Bradford's book to see all 
that. Westan had to contend wit n 
other adventurers in London and with 
such consoles as the Plymouth Com- 


pany, the Merchant-Adventurers Com- 
pany, when lie left it, and the Council 
for New England, which strove to 
get all grants and settlements In Its 
own power. 

Yet with nil that they could prove 
nothing against Weston. He was 
blamed ut Plymouth for the mistakes 
of the Weston settlement, hut his 
answer was sufficient. He was not 
there so could not he blamed and he 
had put the expedition under the com- 
mand of men who were considered to 
iie competent. Besides tills they had 
been left well provided for when the 
"Charity” went back to England nnd 
lie expected to bring the “Charity" 
beck himself with assistance.

’ id tlie pfjples whose homes rim tiii» 
on an. But if we do that we will have 
on our hands tlie blood of those who 
will perish in conflict and charged 
against us will he tiie loss that war 
,w»ll bring to tiie world. 

"But I do not Lelleve we will permit 
this war to occur. 1 know we can 
prevent it. and 1 hope I have convinced 
you that we can prevent it. And in 
j thanking you for your attention 
want to say that 1 believe we will all 
go away from here convinced of our 
higher duty and that henceforth we 
will u.>e our papers to build up inter- 
national good will and -peace and not 
to provoke a public opinion that will 
h ad in the contrary path Let us 
realize that we're all neighbors in the 
world and make the best of it.”

GUARD AGAINST SLOW LEAKS 


Cap on End of Valve Helps to Hold 

Air and Should Be on Tight — 

Washer Likewise Has Impor- 
tant Function to Psrform. 

The well-being of 86 per cent of a 
motorist’s tire Investment depends 
upon 14 per cent — the relation of cas- 
ing to tube costs. A great part of tire 
trouble Is the direct result of untier- 
lnflatlon, with the Inner tube the of- 
fender. Yet the average car owner 
neither knows the name of hts tubes 
nor the length of their service. 

Cheap and unbranded tubes handl-’ 
cap any casing. The best Is at the 
mercy of a poor tube. The difference 
in tubes Is itremendous. A standard 
make inner tube Is built of almost 
pure rubber and has a strength of 
between one and one and. one-half 
tons per cross section Inch. This 
means that if the tube su»ck were 
built up to a square test piece ono : 
Inch thick and one Inch wide, it would 
be strong enough to lift from 1,000 
to 3,000 pounds. Inferior tubes do not' 
have this Strength and ure highly com- 
pounded. 

Life Usually Long as Casing. 

On an average It is possible to build 
life Into an Inner tube only equal to 
that of the casing. It Is false econ- 
omy to use an old tube In a new cas- 
ing. Inferior and wornout tubes 
should he quickly discarded. The tube 
which has delivered full service dur- 
ing the life of one tire is almost cer- 
tain to have developed slow leaks. 
When a tube fails to bold air it Is 
worthless. 

As a general average In all services 
It has been found that pressure In a 
tire properly taken care of and when 
a good tube is used will decrease about 
five pounds In two weeks. When this 
ratio Is greatly exceeded, the tube 
should be examined without delay be- 
fore the life of the tire Is sapped. 

Valve Cap Sheuld Be Tight 

It Is well to remember that the cap 
on the end of the valve atem helps to 
make the tube hold air. Often when 
the valve Inside Is leaking, pressure 
may be retained without a rapid de- 
crease by screwing the cap on tightly. 
Its function Is to assist the valve, and 
Its use is Imperative. The washer Is 
likewise furnished for a purpose and 
should h« used. It holds the valve 
atem In proper position also that It 
cannot pull loose nor the tube be 
pinched, and keeps out water. 

With a standard-make tire, use a 
standard make tube. "Bargain" tubes 
tnean tire trouble and ruin the protit 
and pleusure of motoring.

POES POULTRY KEEPING PAY 

By Edward Lukeman 

One of the most frequent questions 
• 1 : ; : t is usually asked, "Doer Poultry 
Reaping Pay?" So much depends 
upon the person themselves, Hint it 
is a difficult question to answer, not 
knowing the conditions that will gm 
cm the undertaking. 

However, if the person that is about 
to embark in the business loves poul- 
try and Is willing to devote his spare- 
time to the care and comfort of the 
birds, then poultry keeping will pay 
end pay well, but If the birds are lefG 
out in all kinds of w’esither and left to 
shift for themselves; if they are 
neglected and If feeding and caring 
foi them Is considered u disagreeable 
duty that you have to perform, then 
poultry keeping, except for a short 
time in spring, will not pay, but will 
prove a bitter disappointment. 

If anyone contemplates starting in 
(lie poultry business, tt would he well 
to sffirt in a small way, and with as 
good stocki as you can afford. Don’t 
start with mongrels or scrubs. If you 
do it is to invite failure at the start. 
One good way is to watch Hie farm 
papers and see who wins the prizes 
in the egg laying contests and secure 
stock from them. You will find most 
of them very liberal in the treatment 
they bland out to you. 

If you wish to purchase mature 
birds, you will probably have to pay 
$11 for two hens and one male bird. 
Of course you can pay as much more 
as you like, but the above amount 
will secure for you pretty good birds. 

Or if you purchase day-old chicks, 
you will have to liftve a brooder and 
feed them with chick feed and give 
them lots of care and attention, or 
yeti will lose most of them. You will 
find it's some job to raise day-old 
chicks. 

The best way for a beginner is to 
purchase t he birds like I have men- 
tioned above and save the eggs, and 
then let the hens do the hatching. 

Out of two settings you will prob- 
ably get eight of ten pullets, so that 
the next yt>ir you will be able to get 
a good start. 

Then if you have to confine the 
birds, I would suggest having three 
yards and seed each one to oats, al- 
lowing the birds to remain about ten 
days in each yard. This will provide 
plenty of green food for them and 
keep them in perfect condition. 

In regard to a house for them to 
rtniDin in during the winter, I would 
not attempt to choose one for you, 
but would suggest you take it up with 
the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege. Amherst, Mass., stating the 
number of birds you intend to keep 
and they will advise you fully what 
is best for your needs. For myself, 

I like the type with chrtains instead 
of window glass, as they can be kppt 
open and only elostvl in stormy or zero 
weather. 

If you Have the land, you ought to 
plant a piece to mangels as well as 
winter cabbage. This will supply 
green food for the birds during* the 
cold winter and go a long way toward 
filling the egg bucket. In the after- 
neon of each clay feed the birds 
scratch feed and in the morning dry 
mash imd always have the scratcn 
feed scattered among litter, so ttie 
hens will have to work and exercise i 
to get the necessary food to sustain 
life. Always keep a supply of fresh 
water before them and during very 
cold weather it may be necessary to 
make two trips in the morning and 
two in the afternoon so as to htive 
enough for the birds and keep the ice 
from forming in the pans. 

Spray the hen houses at certain in- 
tervals and clean the building out at 
least once a week. This is imperative 
if you want the birds to show- resiffts. 
Keep a supply of shells and grit con- 
stantly before them las well as char- 
coal. 

Now a few words to the person who 
is about to engage in the poultry 
business. It’s going to take a good 
while from the time the chickens are 
hatched in the spring until they start 
laying in the winter. It will take a 
good deal of money to buy grain to 
feed the chicks besides more money 
to erect the buildings. And you will 
probably get discouraged and w«ant to 
quit. Don't do that, however. Learn I 
to look on the bright side of every- 
thing. It’s always there, the little 
house that was built to shelter the 
birds will serve its purpose and will 
give way to an up to date poultry 
p4ant, built by hope and hard work 
and courage to win out.

Most persons who ent a noontime 
dinner like at least one hot hearty 
dish for supper. Those made largely 
of com meal are not only nourishing 
but very appetising as well, when 
made by a skillful cook. 

When mush Is called for In a recipe 
the following method of preparing It, 
recommended by the experimental 
kitchen of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Is easier and bet- 
ter than the usual way — that of bring- 
ing water to a boiling point and then 
stirring the meal Into It: 

Lumplaas Corn-Meal Mush. 

Put the com meal, cold wuter and 
salt together In the top of a double 
boiler. No stirring Is necessary. Put 
the top of the double boiler Into the 
lower part and allow the mush to heat 
slowly, cooking half an hour, or longer, 
If convenient. Many persons cook It 
for four hours. Just before serving 
remove the top of the double boiler 
from the lower part, and boll the mush 
for two or three minutes. In boiling 
It at this time there Is no danger that 
It will lump, nnd this extra cooking 
Improves the texture und the tluvor. 

Corn-Meal Fish Balia. 

2 cups cold white Ash 
corn-meal mush 1 egg 
1 cup shredded cod- 1 tablespoon butter 

Pick over the codfish nnd soak It to 
remove suit, if necessary. Combine 
the Ingredients nnd drop by spoonfuls 
Into hot fnt. Drain on porous puper.

Digestive Organs of Healthy Adult Do^ 
Their Work Better With Some 
Solid Food— Value of Mt'k Is 
Shown In Table. 

(Prepared by th# United State* Department 
of Asrlcultura. ) 

It Is a commonplace saying that 
milk Is a perfect food. This may be 
taken to mean, say specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, that It contains, first, materials 
that children need for growth ; second, 
materials that young and old alike 
need for the upkeep and repair of their 
body machinery ; and, third, materials 
that all need for fuel, to provide them 
with heat and with the energy neces- 
snry for work. Such a statement 
should not he understood to mean that 
milk has these ingredients In such pro- 
portions that It can serve aatlsfac- 
torlly as an exclusive food for a grown 
person or even for a child. To the 
growing child, however, no other food 
cun satisfactorily replace milk as a 
part of the diet. Euch child should 
take a full quart of milk euch day If 
possible, or at leust a pint without fall. 

While n healthy adult could live on 
milk alone for a considerable time, 
the digestive organs do their work bet- 
ter with at least some solid food. Too 
large a quantity of milk alone — at least 
four or live quarts a duy — would he re- 
quired.

WAYS TO SERVE VEGETABLES 

Simple Methods Are Better for Chll. 
dren Than Complicated Ones 
Like Scalloping. 

Vegetables mny be served either 
quite simply seasoned with salt or 
with a little milk, cream, or butter, to 
Improve or vary the flavor. Oil mny 
he used to dress greens instead of but- 
ter. These simple methods are bet- 
ter for children thnn complicated ones 
like frying or scalloping. Fur the 
smallest children, chop finely such 
vegetables as greens, and If the 
tougher portions of other vegetables, 
such ns the skins of green pens, are 
found to disagree with n child, re- 
move them by putting the cooked 
vegetable through a sieve. Do not 
give small children such vegetables as 
raw radishes or cucumbers, which 
might easily be swallowed In lurge 
pieces and not digest well.

There is nothing In the records of 
tho Plymouth Company against Wes 
ten, nothing In the records of the Ad- 
venturers Company and nothing In the 
minute* of the Council for New Kng- 
lend and yet the writers In New Kng 
land who blame Weston, Insinuate that 
there is.

Christopher Lovett, wlm was a mem- 
ber of the Council for New England 
in his account of his voyage to N't w 
England In 1623* and 1624 has nothing 
to say against Weston and states that 
when lie was at Tompson's Plantation 
at Piscataqua on the Maine coast he 
nit t Governor Gorges who came them t 
ir. a bark which had been lurnislud | 
him by Thomas Weston, showing Ilia*. | 
even then there was a friendly feel- 1 
ing between Weston and Gorges, nl j 
though much is made of the quarrel 
between Weston and Gorges at Ply j 
mouth in 1623 or 1624 

Thomas Weston is given in Eng- j 
land as a wealthy merchant of Lon- 1 
tit ti, an ironmonger who lived in a I 
tine house with servants. One Rich- 
ard Moor, aged 70 years, a residen* 
of New Plymouth, Mass., in 16N4, 
stated on oath that he was in tiio 
home of Thomas Weston in London 
u 1620. which home he left to go to 
New Plymouth and that about two 
years later Thomas Weston sent two 
ships on his own account with passen- 
gers to settle in Massachusetts Bay. 
When the Council for New England 
obtained its charter from government 
which covered Massachusetts and 
Maine, they tried to do away with ail 
other patents and grants, hence there 
came a struggle between the Council 
and Weston, as they wished to deprive 
h.in of his grant. 

We find in the minutes of the 
Council for New England petitions of 
the Council to the King for the for- 
feiture of Thomas Weston’s ship and 
goods to the Council and this has 
been interpreted by some writers to 
reflect on Weston while it did not 
really mean anything against his char- 
acter and their petitions tell of his 
having gone to New England without 
tiie authority of the Council. 

This petition also included the “For- 
tune” which came with Pilgrims to 
Plymouth in 1621 and thus they were 
under the same condemnation as Wee- 
ten. 

He was captured by Indians, robbfrd, 
stripped of his clothes and left for 
dead by them as they supposed, hut 
recovering lie finally reached the 
Maine coast in a starving state. 
There he received food and shelter 
and went to Plymouth, but Gorges 
coming there arrested him by the 
power of the Council for New Eng- 
land. hut in the end he was set at 
liberty, his vessel "The Swan'" re- 
stored to him and after paying a 
visit to Wessagusset lie finally went 
to Virginia. 

Tliis contest between the council 
and Weston anti others prevented his 
sending aid to Wessagusset as he in- 
tended doing 

When Weston learned of the ruin 
of his plantation he hurried over to 
Wessagusset as fast us he could. 
He reached the fishing station on tin* 
coast of Maine. There h« took a 
shallop and started for Wessagusset 
hut a storm and heavy winds drove 
him out of his course and wreck, d 
him on the coast rear what is now 
the Merrimack river. 

In 1642 he went to Maryland with 
live others anti settled in St. Georges 
Hundred. There he .prospered anti 
built a beautiful mansion called “West- 
tury Manor.” He became a leading 
man in St. Georges, distinguished him- 


self in a war with tho Indians, re- \ 

cetved tin* praise of G .'erin ,v t i 
and in case of an Indian alarm tho J 
people of St. Georges M-tn *• i 

directed by the Governor to convey ' 
the women and cmluien to v\» ..... . J 
Manor for safety. i 

There are many records of Weston's J 
ir. Maryland (see Gie New England i 
Register Yol. 10, pages 201 206). In I 
Maryland he had prn!<=e, distinction j 
and prosperity with no enc-inies to i 
trouble him. He made visits to Eng- ' 
land and on one of the visits he was j 
in Bristol while the plague was there, i 
He tool the plague and died in 164 \ 
His daughter married Richard Con ! 
ant Jr., so tho Conunts of America ' 
go bacTt to Thomas Weston. The liv*> * 
men who went with Weston to Mary- J 
land were Richard Ilannlford. William ' 
.Marshall, William Palmer, John Kelly'* 
[and Jasper Collins. |i 

We have nmv seen that Thomas J 
I Weston was not the kind of man tin. \ 
j Pilgrims and others have represented ' 
him to he. 

The people who came to Wessagus- i 
i set in 1622 have also been Tnlsreprt * 
sented. There evert* a class of writers * 
who seemed to delight in misrepre- 1 1 
sen ting the Weston people. They j* 

| have been spoken of as an unruly h 
c. mpany even by Bradford and from 
Plymouth to Boston and elsejvhere 
much lias been written against them. 

^ Wt- are told that they were “Rude 
Fellows". “Stout i Knaves." They 
could have been all that without the 2 
words having the low meaning whim i 
some writers have given to them. 

We are told that Weston ptctceo 
them up from the slums of London 
and they were thus “a gang of vaga- 
bonds. collected at hap-hazzard." j 
It has not been the custom for those I 
in the slums, or gangs of vagabonds j 
to undertake such dangerous voyages I 
as the Weston ships had to make and j 
thus the improbability of the' thing 
t.hrows doubts on all these statements.

The 
nctress’ wishes In the matter of 
the clothing her corpse pro- 
voked considerable comment at 
the time, particularly ns an Act 
of Parliament had decreed thnt, 
In order to encourage the man- 
ufacture of woolen cloth, the 
dead should he nurled In woolen 
shrouds. Rut her Instructions 
were followed to the letter and 
Pope. In his "Moral Essays," re- 
ferred to the matter In the fol- 
lowing lines; 

•• ‘Odious! In woolon? ’Twould- a 
sul nt provoke!’ 

Were the last words that poor 
Narclasa spoke.”

In America women are in practically 
every branch of trade, and they have 
tbe full sympathy and assistance of 
their men In this work. They have 
learned In the school of experience. 
But there Is room for such a course

CHESTNUTS. 

T HE chestnut Is most popular lu 
till parts ef the United States, 
though It is not grown in all 
(daces. It is palatable In utmost any 
form and is used from soup to con- 
fect ion. 

To remove the shells, make a silt 
one-half Inch mug in tbe side of each 
nut, then put them into a pan with a 
little butter, a half teuspoonful to a 
cupful of nuts, und shake them over 
the fire to cover with butter and he- 
roine hot. 1’luce in the oven und bake 
five minutes. Remove and with a 
sharp knife take oft the shells ai d tin* 
Inner brown skin will come off at the 
same time. 

Cream of Chestnut Soup. 

Cook two cupfuls of shelled and , 
blanched chestnuts in boiling water | 
uniil tender press through a sieve and 
add two cupfuls of scalded milk. Cook , 
two tublespooiifuls of chopjied onion 
In four tablespoonfuls of butter, udd : 

two tables] hfuls of flour, and when 1 

well cooked add to one pint of cream j 
or rich milk with the chestnut mixture 
£eason with cayenne and. cook five 
minutes until the flour Is well cocked. 

Chestnuts en Casserole. 

Remove the shells and Inner skin as 
above from three cupfuls of chestnuts, 
put Into a i^sserole und pour over 
three cupfuls of highly seasoned stock. 
Cover and cook slowly three hours, 
then add two tablespoonfula of butter 
and oue of )Wur; tulx with a little cold 


milk, udd to the stock and cook until 
thick. Serve from the casserole. 

Chestnut Balls for Soup. 

Take a cupful of chestnut puree, add 
a few drops of onion Juice, two well- 
beaten eggs, two tablespoonfula of Gut- 
ter, the Mime of thick cream and salt 
and pepper to season. Shape into 
balls and dip in egg and crumbs und 
fry in deep fat. Serve two or three 
in a bowl of chicken soup. 

Chestnuts cooked in a thick sugar 
sirup flavored with orange juice and 
rind make a most delicious confec- 
tion to serve us a garnish for various 
dishes.

NEVER LOSE BALL ON DOWNS IN 

MIDFIELD, SAYS W. ECKERSALL 



Rutgsrs Squad Preparing for uridlron Battlss. 


"Never surrender the hall on downs." 

This cnrdlnnl point of footbnll gen- 
ernlshlp should always he borne In 
mind by the qunrterhncks nnd cap- 
tains of every gridiron eleven, writes 
Wulter EckersnU In the Chicago Trib- 
une. Although there are some ex- 
ceptions to this rule, It should be 
followed closely. 

If a team Is well within an oppo- 
nent’s five-yard line and has only a 
short distance — less thnn a ynrd — to 
make on fourth down, It mny be good 
football to try for n touchdown. Un- 
der the same conditions. If It Is neces- 
sary to make two or more yards (or a 
first down or touchdown, other scoring 
tactics should he resorted to. 

Team 8trong Near Goal. 

An attacking team should always 
remember thnt the closer It approaches 
an opponent’s gonl the harder It Is 
to mnke ground. This statement la 
true because the secondary defense Is 
gradually pulled up to reinforce the 
forward line. The offensive team hns 
practically two lines of defense to peue- 
trate, and under these conditions It 
takes a mighty good offense with com- 
plicated pinys to mnke the required 
distance of ten ynrds In four downs. 

When n team hns mnde a decided 
march townrds the opponent’s gonl, 
members of thnt team will feci more 
satisfied If a scoring chance Is tnken. 
The field goal kicker should he brought 
Into commission or a long chance tnken 
of completing a forward pass hack of 


the goal line. If the lmll is lost on 
downs, players on the offending team 
will seldom put forth the same effort 
when the oval Is retrieved down the 
field. 

Kick Out of Bounds. 

One of the best plays In football 
which hns been sndly overlooked In 
recent years is the kicking out of 
hounds when close to an opponent’s 
gonl, when the necessary dlstnnce can- 
not be gained on fourth down. There 
arc times whon sn offending eleven 
will be cornered against the side line. 
The angle for the field goal kicker 
may be too sharp to Insure an attempt 
with any degree of certainty, while 
the secondary defense will hnve Tttt 
parts of the field covered for forwnrd 
passes. 

Under such conditions It would he 
ndvlsable to surrender the oval by 
booting It out of bounds Inside the 
opponent's flve-ynrd line. This would 
make the other team kick from be- 
hind Its gonl line. It would pave the 
way for the expected “break" nnd 
most certnlnly put the pressed team In 
a bnd position. 

Games hnve been won nnd lost be- 
cause field generals have not followed 
the rule of never giving up the ball on 
downs. Iowa might hnve been the 
victor over Chicago last year If 
Aubrey Devine had not erred, hut It Is 
a certainty this great player will not 
mnke the some error this year. It Is 
a mighty good rule to follow.

TREAT GEARS VERY ROUGHLY 


Pressing Starter When Motor Is 

Already Going Is Also Conrnon 

Mistake — Better Plan Is to 
Touch Accelerator. 

Every motorcar operator has his pet 
"fool trick," even though he may pride 
himself on his careful driving. For 
instnnee. It Is safe to say that a good 
percentage of automobile owners stnrt 
their cars with the emergency brake 
not completely released. This Is, of 
course, a bad practice, since It cuts 
down the motor's power and causes 
excessive wear of the brake linings. 

When Engine la Unheard. 

Did you ever think you had stalled 
jrour motor and press the starter but- 
ton when the engine was still going, 
but ItR sound was drowned by traffic 
noises? Chances are that you have 
more than once; yet it is a had thing 
to do, and doing It too often will in 
time make It necessary to have the 
sturter drive or flywheel gear re- 
placed. 

A better plan before depressing the 
starter button In such a cuse Is to 
touch the accelerator and listen to 
see If the engine responds. 

Every one has at some time or oth- 
er tried to shift gears without throw- 
ing out the clutch, but a few drivers 
seem to liav'e a habit of trying to do 
this Impossible "stunt.” Persistence 
In doing this chips off the teeth, and 
will make replacement of the geurs 
necessary. 

Throwing Gears Forward. 

Anotiier had habit In this connec- 
tion Is to throw the gears Into a for- 
ward speed while the car Is still mov- 
ing backward or vice versa. Tills Is 
equivalent to trying to mesh gears go- 
ing In opposite directions. Any one, 
even not mechunleully Inclined, can 
foresee what the result will be. 

Is the careless 
practice of a few motorists In putting 
the car In the gurage for the night 
and leaving the Ignition or lighting 
awltches on. A visit to the battery 
recharging stutlon the next morning 
la the worst result, however, tiiat the 
motorist can experience for his neg- 
lect In tills particular.

It is difllcult for a cook who 
is used to a coni range to 
renlize the great intensity of 
gas range heat. When cooking 
on a gas range is once started 
it is almost impossible to use 
too little heat, but it is easy to 
use too much. 

Almost all kinds of stewing 
or boiling should he done with 
the burner turned low; the re- 
sults will he far much better. 
Rapid cooking will often spoil 
the food. The proper method 
is to start the boiling over a 
single burner with a full llame, 
and then when the boiling point 
is reached, turn* the llame very 
low, or transfer the saucepan 
to the simmering burner. 

Some cooks light the giant 
burner for everything. This is 
wasteful and unnecessary. The 
simmering burner is an im- 
portant aid to economy, it 
burns the smallest possible 
amount of gas and can be 
used for a great deal of cook- 
ing and for keeping things 
warm.

Cements Interests of Mass of Popula-

The country communities — the vil- 
lage, tlie small town and the small 
city — arc tlie backbone of the Ameri- 
can nation. They are tlie communities 
to which tin* nation turns in time of 


It y that tlie tremendous upheaval of 
the war had not affected, ami It was 
only such a foundation that would 
preserve the structure of civilization. 

Tlie cement that keeps tlie people of 
these country communities together, 
working and thinking along uniformly 
sane and safe lines, that makes of 
them that "substantial solidity" on 
which world civilization can rely for 
a foundation, is tin* country press — 
the village, tin* small town uud the 
suiiiU city newspaper. 

Country Paper Wholesome. 

Tlie country newspaper goes to its 
readers devoid of that sensationalism 
that is so prominent in tlie metropoli- 
tan papers, it carries to its readers 
tin* news items that represent the joys 
and sorrows of their friends and 
neighbors, and keeps tlie hearts of the 
prop'* of the community beating In 
unison. It goes to its readers with 
tti.it sane and kindly advice on Ioc.il, 
state, national and world problems; 
advice t hat Is tin* result of thought 
and study beside the hearthstones of 
the nation, and not in tlie selfish marts 


reach," said Wlllltson Manley, publish- 
er of The Plnindealer of Canton, N. 
Y., the other day, In peaking of "Sub- 
scribe for Your Home Town Paper 
Week," which Is to he observed tlie 
country over the week of November 
7-12. “I hud a good reminder of tills 
not long ago," lie went on. 

"One duy there nppeared In the 
Plnindealer office u short, stubby, ro- 
bust man of probably sixty. I knew 
tlie minute I saw him that he hud 
come in from the big outdoors in some 
section, lie told me that lie had taken 
the paper for many years, probably 
forty, ever since he had left Canton, 
where he was horn. He told me where 
I would find the paper going, and I 
found it. His post office was In u 
little town way out in tlie Itockles. He 
said he had come back to tlie old town 
to live. He paid what he owed and 
a year over for good measure, and then 
In* sat down and 1 knew something was 
coming. 

Forty Years in the Mountains. 

" ‘Say.’ said he, 'newspapers are 
great tilings. You can never tell what 
they are going to do for you. 1 have

But the people of the cities do not 
always understand the value of the 
country press. With the increased de- 
mand for war supplies there came a 
demand for u decrease in the con- 
sumption of the ordinary needs of 
peace time. Among the things the 
consumption of which must he cut 
was paper. A city man was at the 
head of tlie department that regulated 
tlie use of paper, and he felt it ud- 
visable to so limit tlie amount of pu- 
per available for the country press ns 
to seriously cripple all of these pa- 
pers, and to have entirely closed many 
of them.

It did nothing to create dis- 
sension among tlie people during tin* 
time of emergency, hut it did carry to 
its readers a continuous message of 
patriotism and national unity. I11 each 
community It wiped away much of 
factional lines, nnd created an atmos- 
phere of intense Americanism thnt 
welded tlie American people together 
regardless of place of birth or an- 
cestry.
